Disregarding the wise counsel of 

inh military mon, Europe has roused the selfsame monster, and is now 

haunted by wild terror. If this yellow peril should prove a real peril, who 

- should be held responsible for it except the Russians, the Germans, the French 


and the English ? ° 

China had been enjoying profound sleep for thousands of years. She was 
self-contained and self-contented, had no knowledge even of the existence of 
Europe, and never dreamed of extending her empire. Nor was she ever 
taught to cast wistful glances at a neighbour's territories. If, under these 
circumstances, anybody should first introduce the Bible, and then opium, into 
China. and last of all, rouse her from her long-continued slumbers with the 
thrust of the bayonet, who is to be held responsible for the consequences ? 

One thing is significant. Whether Japan comes out victorious from the 
present war or 18 vanquished, nothing will prevent her from giving training 
to China and becoming a great Power by uniting with the latter. A day will 
come when this “‘ yellow peril,” which is now regarded as imeginary, will 
prove to be a real fact through the thoughtless policy of European nations. 
But in that case, it is not likely that the yellow races will try to extend their 
dominion to Europe. Certain it is that the lawlessness and satanic excesses 
which are being perpetrated by Christian demons in the Exstern world will be 
for ever put a stop to. Herein lies the real cause of apprehension on the part 
of the Christian nations of Europe, and this is why the ‘‘yellow peril” is 
being so eagerly discussed every where. 


2. The Dacca Gazette [Dacca] of the 6th June has the following in its 
English columns :— 

It is impossible to foresee the consequences of 
the present war between Russia and Japan. It has opened up possibilities 
which may culminate in a general conflagration. England is Japan’s ally, 
and the London -7imes, on the eve of the war, declared that England will not 
allow her ally to be reduced to a second-class power. It may not be an idle 
threat after all; for it has been repeated in the English Press times without 
number. ‘I'he United States have shown decided-leanings towards Japanese 
ambitions. Japan is fighting, among other things, for the ‘“‘open door” in

Manchuria, and if she wins, the United States and all the other Powers will 


have equal trading facilities there, Germany and France, on the other hand, 
have been known to be on the side of Russia. Germany has no doubt made a 
formal declaration of neutrality ; but it is significant that a charge of breach of 
neutrality has been brought against the Government in the German Parliament. 
It was bluntly stated that the action of the Government was inconsistent with 
the attitude of neutrality, so solemnly proclaimed. It is further believed in 
certain quarters that the Kaiser is anxious to try conclusions with England, 
and according to Sir Charles Dilke, His German Majesty is said to have 
actually proposed to France in connection with the Fashoda matter a triple 
alliance of Russia, Germany and France against Great Britain. There is not 
much love lost between England and France, and in spite of the recent Anglo- 
French agreement, there is no knowing when matters will again assume serious 
aspects. In short, no reliance can be placed on French professions of friend- 
ship for England, The balance of advantages has, so far, gone in favour of 
apan. There is a widespread belief that Russia in spite of her recent 
reverses, will, in the long run, come out victorious. It is this view of the 
situation that has induced the Powers concerned to maintain an attitude of 
neutrality, but as soon as the situation shows a decisive change, the Powers 
will rush to the front. 
The success of Japan has brought into prominence another phase of the 
world’s politics. ‘Kast is East, and West is West ” isthe cry that the astute 
ussians have raised at this opportune moment. England is warned of the 
yellow peril,” and is taken to task for not realizing he folly of propping up 
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the yellow Asiatics. The BE icp peril” was used in America to mean the 
swamping of the labour‘market there by the Chinese labourers. It is now 
sought to give it a wider and more extended meaning, so as to include the 
consequences of the Asiatic Japan braving one of the first-class European 
Powers. Japan is trying to bring about the regeneration of China, and if she 
succeeds in doing it, Japan with China, it is argued, will prove more than a 
match for.the combined Powers of Europe and America. Such is the spectre 
raised up for bringing England to the Russian view. England, on the other 
hand, feels that she is as much an Asiatic as European for her best and sure 

ossessions in India, and as such, she will consult her best interest by allying 

erself with the first Asiatic Power. She, therefore, refuses to be coaxed b 
Russian overtures. Nevertheless, the subject is being discussed with aH 
seriousness by the world’s Press, and a responsible Japanese statesman, now in 
England, takes the opportunity of declaring, in the course of an interview with 
a Press representative, that there is nothing so fcolish as the cry of the “ yellow 
peril.’ But sentiment after all guides the world, and who knows what may not 
happen? The Times of India discusses the subject in a recent issue. According 
to him, regeneration of China under the gis of Japan is only a question of 
time. It is immaterial whether Japan loses or wins, The twentieth century 
will witness the closest union of Japan and China in a common bond of interest, 
and when Japan will have fulfilled her mission of regenerating China, the 
combined Powers will acquire a strength which will give them a voice in the 
trade of the world. Activities of Europe are now directed to the exploration 
of Asiatic regions for the purpose of opening markets for its articles, but 
regenerated China with Japan as her ally will command the continent of Asia, 
and a corresponding stagnation of European trade will necessarily ensue. 
‘This is the real yellow peril. Now the only voice in the world’s politics is the 
voice of Europe and America. China and Japan combined will create a voice 
for themselves and thus imperil the monopoly of Europe and America, That 
this phase of the question has set the Powers concerned athinking, there is 
uo gainsaying of this. We have now only to wait and see its further 
development. :

10. A correspondent of the Rangalay Vengey? of the 5th June says 
that the inhabitants of Dinajpur are in a state of 
jpisauietude in the Dinajpur extreme panic. Inhaste and hurry they are sending 
‘signe their draught cattle to distant villages, concealing 
their carts in tanks and jungles, and themselves Jeaving the district. A regular 
exodus has set in. Food-grains have become extremely dear. ‘I'he poor are in 
great distress. This state of things has been brought about by the Tibet 
war. It is believed that the Maharaja of Dinajpur has received orders to 
supply the expedition with rations, carts, estas, coolies, straw, etc. In fact, 
the Maharaja’s men, assisted by police constables and chaukidars, are movin 
about from village to village collecting, by force or persuasion, the goods ee 
animals required. Government has, of course, passed orders for the payment 
of fair and adequate prices for these things. But the money paid as price 
has to pass through a number of hands, and becomes extremely inadequate 
when it reaches the hand of the poor seller, so that although Government 
pays, the poor vendor does not receive, fair price for his articles. The ignorant 
people fear that their carts will never return from Tibet, their bullocks will, 
if necessary, become the food of soldiers, and the men, who will be taken 
to Tibet as coolies on begar, will have to end their days in that country. The 
thought that the bullocks will, if necessary, be turned inte the soldiers’ food, 
is greatly agitating and ruffling the. minds of the Hindu inhabitants of the 
district. A continuance of this state of things will not be for the good of either 
the people or the Government. 

The editor draws the attention of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to 
the above correspondence. Impresement of labour is unavoidable in time 
of war. But men s minds should be disabused of the idea that their bullocks 
would be turned into the soldiers’ food. The Bengalis have unity in at 
least one thing, and that is, flying from a place, And it will be a serious thing 
if the inhabitants of Dinajpur make a point to fly from the district. Careful, 
cautious and considerate men should be engaged in the work of levying Jegar. 
Military officers are generally overbearing. ‘The District Magistrate has no time 
to supervise the work effectively. The police is the embodiment of oppression 
and the zamindar is nobody in the eye of his tenant.

| The mortality in the jailsin Bengal, as appears June ist, 1904, 

Jail administration in Bengal. fom the report published by Government, is 

adually diminishing. For this result the authorities eserve our thanks, 
Very different, however, is the etate of things in a particular jail, namely, the 
Barisal Jail, where the mortality is abnormally high. The cause for this is said 
to be malaria If this is true, measures should be promptly taken for the 
extirpation of the fell disease. The arrangements we noticed in the Barisal 
Jail for the supply of food to prisoners appeared to be good. The authorities 
should, however, keep a strict watch over contractors and subordinate officers 
to ensure the proper distribution of food to prisoners. We beg to draw 
attention to another point. It can never be that because a man mp ens to be 
a prisoner, therefore he must be a low-class person, Many respectable men are 
also sent to jail, but they are classed with lower-class people and served 
with coarse diet along with them. This arrangement seems to be open to serious 
objection. There ought to be some difference in the treatment of prisoners — 
belonging to the genteel classes and ordinary prisoners. To compel prisoners of 
the higher castes to dine with those of the lowest classes is to hurt the religious 
susceptibilities of the former. Are not higher-class prisoners doubly punished 
by being supplied with coarse food? What is the treatment accorded to 

uropean prisoners? Europeans and Eurasians who are sent to jail, get tables 
and chairs, spoons and forks, as well asa khansama to serve them. Is then the 
English thief so far superior to the Indian thief? We hope Government will 
do away with this invidious distinction between natives and Europeans and make 
a suitable difference between the food given to prisoners of the higher classes 
and that given to those of the lower classes. Native prisoners have to wear a 
particular badge round their necks, but Europeans are not required to wear it. 


Cannot this decoration be discontinued? Why again this distinction between 
native and European prisoners ?

We cannot make bold to say that the University is tuo severe with the 
candidates. Nevertheless it is a fact that the University is largely responsible 
though indirectly, for the deplorable results of the late examinations. The 
number of text-books is daily increasing, and the strain put upon the young 
brains is well-nigh insupportable. A multiplicity of subjects is forced down 
the throats of the boys and the ill-digested matter 1s, as it were, vomited forth 
in the examination hall. And what is the result? Physical and mental deterio. 
ration ending with a total breakdown of the constitution. When at school they 
must learn ‘ drill’? after school hours, when they are exhausted after five hours 
of study and foel intense hunger. But such are the orders of the authorities, 
and they must be obeyed despite the obvious fact that such a course cannot but 
produce disastrous consequences. 

Again, the Calcutta students lose much valuable time by joining political 
movements. The ‘ Volunteers,” flag in hand, begin the work of a regeneration 
of Mother India. Whenever a boy develops a patriotic tendency it is almost 
certain that his future is sealed. Many are the students that are ruined from 
this cause. ee 

Again, many students are in the habit of frequenting theatres. Thtir 

ion for this class of amusements exceeds all bounds. No wonder therefore 
that they should shed bitter tears when the examination results are published.

The latter began to cavil 
at the work of the former and seek opportunities of proving them to be wortb- 
less in the eyes of the authorities. The poor native ticket-collectors, therefore, 
find it necessary to conduct themselves with great caution, but still they some- 
times fall victims to foul conspiracies, The case of Babu T, N. Sen-Gupta, a 
ticket-collector attached to the Howrah station, is in point. One day during 
the month of February last Sen-Gupta saw 5 third-class passengers sitting ina 
third-class compartment of the Punjab mail train shortly after it had come 
alongside the platform and before the platform gate was opened. He suspected 
some irregularity and, on checking their tickets, found that 4 of them were 
bound for Gaya vid the Kiul station and lfor Burdwan. The Punjab mail 
rain does not stop at Kiul, and third-class passengers are not allowed to travel 
in mail trains for distances shorter than 200 miles unless they are servants of 
first- and second class passengers. Sen-Gupta, therefore, compelled the men to 
come down. They said that they had been let in by a saheb, but Sen-Gupta did 
not think it necessary to attach any importance to this statement. The men went 


away and shortly returned with guard Kenyon. Kenyon requested Sen-Gupta 


to allow the men to travel in the train, but he refused. The guard then said 
that the intending passenger for Burdwan was the servant of a saheb passenger. 
But the man had no servant’s ticket and he had not entered through the main 
gate, Sen-Gupta, therefore, refused to allow him to travel in the train. The 
guard then called a jferingi, who alleged himself to be the man’s master. The 
Jeringi and the guard threatened and insulted Sen Gupta, but to no effect. He 
did not flinch from the strict performance of his duty. The guard then said 
that he had the Assistant Station Master’s order, but no written order could be 
produced. The guard went away inarage. The saheb officers in the station 
made a conspiracy and secretly anid him with insubordination before the 
District Traffic Superintendent. No particular instance of insubordination was 
cited and Sen-Gupta was not given the opportunity of defendiog himself. Still 
he was dismissed with the remark, ‘‘ This man’s working has not been satis- 
factory. His record is a bad one.” Strange to say, Sen-Gupta had never had 
tv pay a single pice as fine for any offence. In fact, he fella victim to the 
wrath of the European servants of the railway for a conscientious discharge of 
his duty.
